will j»uke Us appeaiauce toujurruw. 
Accordiug lo the pub)i.-<)ierb it is the 
iirst time Iu the history of this coun- 
try that a President-elect ou the eve 
of his iuaugurutiou has addressed to 
the country a profession of his faitl 
and a .statement of his intentions. 


Governor Wilsou, it appears from 


the preface, is uwt quite sure whether 
he ought to have credit for writing the 
book. He tays the book is the resul 
ofthe editorial literary skill of William 
Bayard Hale, who put 
together iu 


their right .sequence the more sugaes 
live parts of Mr. Wilson's campaign 
speeches. The boos, however, is more 
thau a mere collection of campaign 
speeches. 


The uew freedom is explained as 


"what it is that must be done if ire 
are to restore our politics to their fuU 
spiritual vigor again and our national 
life—whether iu trade, in industry or 
iu what coijcerus us only as families 
and individuals—to it& purity, its self- 
respect and its pristiue streugth aud 
treedouu. The uew freedom is ouly 
the old revised aud clothed iu the uu- 
cou'juerable streugth ofmoderu Amer- 
ica." 


Freedom Goveruor \Vilsou deriues 


iu oue of the closiug chapters iu these 
terms : 


"The greatest thought oue cau have 


of freedom is as a gift that shall re- 
lease iueu aud women from all that 
pulls them back from, neiug their best 
aud from doiug their oest; that shall 
liberate their euergy to its 
fullest 


limit, free their aspiratious till uo 
bounds cooOue them aud fall their 
spirit; with the jubilance of realizable 
hope." 


All his energies will be used, the 


President-elect says, lo briug about the 
ue%v freedom. ±ie says that it is a 
"vision" which has come to Demo- 
crats because of "the long eudurauce 
of exile." Here is the "visiou" which 
is to be the roam prop iu the uew 
President's program : 


To Put Heart In The People. 


;-We must put heart iuto the people 


by taking the beartlessuess out of poli- 
tics, business aud iudustry. We have 
got to make politics a thins: Iu which 
au honest man cau take his part with 
satisfaction because he knows that his 
opinion will count as much as the 
next rnau's aud that the boss aud the 
interests have beeu dethroned. 


Busiues? we have got to uutram- 


mel., abolishing tarifl favors aud rail- 
road discriuiiuatiou. and credit de- 
nials, aud all forms of unjust uaudi- 
caps agaiust the little naeu. Industry 
we have got to humauize, uot through 
the trust, but throush the direct action 
of Jaw guaranteeing protection against 
dangers aud compensation for injur- 
ies, guarauteeing sauitary couditious 
prjper hours, the right to orgauize 
aud all other thiugs wjbich the consci- 
ence ofthe country dernauds as the 
workiugmau's rights. 


"We have got to cheer aud inspirit 


out people with the sure prospects of 
social justice and due rewaid, with the 
vision of the open gate of opportunity 
for all. We have got to set th« euergy 
aud the luitative of this great people 
absolutely free, so that the future of 
America will be greater than the past, 
so that the pride of America will grow 
with aehievemeuts. so that America 
will fcuow as she advances from gen- 
eration to geueration that each brood 
of her sous is greater aud more eu- 
lighteued thau that which preceded 
it, know that she is fulfilling the prom- 
ise that she has made to maukiud.7'' 


Tariff and Trust Criticised. 


This process of "release, emancipa- 


tion aud inspiration." Goveruor Wil- 
sou poiuts out, requires many drastic 
reforms. He names the wrongs aud 
tells what mu*t be done with them. 
The tariii aud the trusts aud Wall 
street come iu for a good share of criti- 
cism. The testimony of J. P. Morgan 
aud others before the Pujo committee 
iu Washington has uot convinced Gov- 
eruor Wilson that there is uo Money 
Trust. 


The early chapters constitute a plea 


for the return ofthe Government iuto 
the hands of the people. Goveruor 
Wilson objects to the guardianship of 
men of afTairs; he objects lo cou=ult- 
iug chiefly or exclusively, the capital- 
ists aud manufacturers on tarifl aud 
cuneucy legislation. In the chapter 
entiJled "JLife Comes from the Soil.7-"! 
lie speaks of "that great voiceJess| 
multitude o! meu who constitute Ihe; 
great body aud the saving force of the' 
nation." PuWic opniiou be says in 
the succeedingcliapier on " The Pariia-; 
nienl oJ ihe People " is uot formulated 
in Ihe privacy of Congressional com- 
mittee rooms InU rather in the coun- 
try, ou Ihe farms and around the 
stoves of viHage stores. Jn this cru 
necnou Governor Wiisoji ;e33s a iitlle 
i-lory 
j 


•'In a lecture that I oncesrave," 3ie 


saxl, 
4"I >aid that public opinion was 


not lypiJied ou t3ie streets of a Jvnsy 
city, but was typified aiound the stove 
in n country store, where me)i sat and 
probably chewed tobacco aud spat into 
s sawdust box and made up, before 


ed, j/urtictilurly in lhcj 


of tobacco linnb, as in favor of the uwe 
of che-wiug tubucco." 


In a chapter entitled "Let There lie 


Light" liuveiuor Wil)-ou advocate.- 
public exposure as a check for al) bar! 
practices of politic*. He regard* no 
ai/ bo wholesome a£ "ihe air of utter 
publicity," aud tay?: 


"Von have got to cure cliseu-ed poll- 


tit'/- as we nowadays cure uiberculoM<j. 
by making all the people who .sull'er 
from it Jive out of doors; uot only spend 
their dayd out 
of doors auU walk 


around but .sleep out oi duor;-; always? 
reuuaiu iu the oueu opeu, where they 
will be accessible to Jresh, uourj-sbiug 
aud revivifying Influences. 


"1, for oue, have the couviction that 


government ought to be all out.side 
and uotiustde. J, for my part, believe 
that there ought to be uo place where 
anything cau be doue that everybody 
does not kuow about it. It would be 
very lucouveuieut f_>r some geutleuieu, 
prooably. if government were all out 
side.but we have consulted their sus- 
ceptibilities too Joug already." 


Iu discu=siug the Payue-Aldricb ta 


rill", Goveruor Wilsou says there is a 
"uigger" concealed iu almost every 
wood 
pile—some little word, some 


little clause, some unsuspected item, 
that draws tuousauds of dollars out of 
the pockets of the consumer uucl yet 
does uot rueau anything iu particular. 


Initiative, referendum aud recall are 


treated only briefly. He favors them, 
excepting ouly tue recall of judges, 
where they are ueecled by the people 
to regaiu their right of representation 
He aims to show ju this couuectiou by 
a re view of legislation uuder his leader- 
ship as Goveruor of New Jer&ej peo- 
ple cau get what they want If ouly 
they refuse to staud quietly by aud see 
thiugs done which they voted agaiusc. 
His arraigumeut of "political bosses" 
leaves uo doubt that such creatures 
will be most unwelcome guests at the 
White House. 


Wew Patent Laws Needtd. 


Ju the chapter headed "The Eman- 


cipation of Business," the President 
elect speaks about the need of uew 
patent laws. 
inventions, he says, 


have been discouraged because of the 
policy of corporations to "push" what 
they have already spent milhous to 
advertise. 
The modem geuius, he 


says, is thwarted by au inability toget 
capital aud credit for uew schemes 


chiiiay inflict injury ou the uew 


established order of things. 
He ob- 


ects to the "standardization" of man- 
ufactured products, he says, aud tbiu ks 
that a good mauy wonderful develop- 
ments are smothered by the "pigeou- 
bole process" of the trusts, who buy 
up the patents rather thau allow them 
to be exploited even in a small way. 


The trouble about conservation of 


natural resources, the Governor poiuts 
out iu the same chapter, all lies iu the 
fact that the Government hasu't auy 
policy regarding it at present, but is 
simply "markiug time " 


As shedding light upou his iuteu- 


tious. the Presideut-eleet says iu a 
later chapter: 


For Old-Fashioned Towns. 


"Iu ali that I may have to do in 


public affairs in the Uuited estates." 
be says 
"1 am going to think of 


towns such as I have seen iu Indiana, 
towus of the old Amerieau pattern, 
that own and operate their own in- 
dustries, hopefully and happily. Aly 
thought is going to be bent upon tne 
multiplication of towus of that kind 
aud the prevention of the couceutra- 
tion of industry in this country in 
such a fashion aud upon such a scale 
that towns that own themselves will 
be impossible. 


"The welfare, the very existence, of 


the nation rests at last upou the great 
mass of the people: its prosperity de- 
pends at last upon the spirit iu which 
they go about tbeii work iu their sev- 
eral couimuuities throughout the broad 
laud. Iu p oooriiou as her towus and 
her couutrysides are happy aud hope- 
ful will America realize the high am- 
bitious which have marked her iu the 
eves of all the world.71

Effect of Canal Labor Dispersal. 


A New YTork banker who is also a 


student of sociology ha_s_gone to Pana- 
ma with tbe purpose of giving a few 
weeks to an investigation of influences 
in wbicb, he says, a number of direct- 
ors in companies with which he is con- 
nected, as well as himself, are deeply 
interested. He aud they are inclined 
to regard the spirit of paternalism, ol 
modern socialism, of governmental 
parenthood, if you will, engendered 
aud nursed to full strength by federal 
control, as "the biggest thing that is 
coming out of" tbe gigautiic uudertak 
iug. Within rive years, be predicts. 
the results will be manifest iu the 
United States. Thousands of skilled, 
highly intelligent canal workers are 
soon to be unloaded upon the nation. 
These will have a story to tell that 
will ebange tbe thought of many re- 
garding existing labor conditions, or, 
rather, the existing relationship be- 
tween the employed aud the employ- 
er. 


Wbat he means, he says, is that 


these meu will become social demo- 
crats. Working for private corpora- 
tions. they will be given lower salaries 
they will have longer hours, their cost 
of living will be iucreased, numerous 
responsibilities of which they have 
been relieved in tbe zone will conoe 
back to them 
They will have the 


contrast between public aud private 
control sharpened for them by a re- 
turn to tbe old system. And, dispers 
ed through the country, tbey will act 
as missiouanes for the cause of gov- 
ernment control and operation. Tbe 
movement will be intellectual, educa- 
tional. peaceful, but none the Jess ag- 
ressiveaud determined, and always in 
direction of public control In opinion 
of tbe banker-investigator, the question

The State Has 23rd Place Among 


the States of the Union. 


The results of the latest study con 


ducted i y the Kiife.se! Sage Foundation 
were recently made public for tbe llrst 
time in Bulletin 124 of the Foundation 
Division of Education, under the title 
"A Comparative 6tudy of the State 
School Systems iu 
the Forty-eight 


States." According to this report, the 
State school system of .Pennsylvania 
takes twenty-third 
place in iceueral 


ellicieucy among tbe systems of tbe 48 
otates of the Union. Some of the dis 
closures made iu 
the report are of 


btrikmg siguilicauce. 


KL'ode island has the longest school 


year of any State— 193 days— but it 
tutse clays of schooling were divided 
equally among tbe children of school 
age m .the State the result would be 
llb'daysof schooling each. The report 
terms this tbe "efleetive school year," 
and compares the 48 States on that ba- 
sis. The results of this comparison 
show thatthistitate provides 99 days ol 
schooling for every child of school age. 
In nearly a quarter of tbe States tbe 
the effective school is less than three 
mouths. 
As a uatiou the 
United 


States lias a shorter school day, a short- 
er school week, and a shorter school 
year tuau any other highly civilized 
country in the world. 


Our expenditures for public educa- 


tion have more than doubled in tht 
past ten years 
Today the people ol 


tbe United States speud nearly half a 
billion dollars a year on ti eir public 
sCuools. The expenditure per child of 
school asie rauges all tbe way from S3 
iu South Carolina to nearly 11 times 
as much, or 832, in Washington. 


The amount that tbe State has in- 


vested in school buildings is an iudex 
of its past interest in education- 
In 


Mississippi tbe average investment 
per child in school 
buildings aud 


property is S4, while in Massachusetts 
it is nearly 29 rimes as much.orSllo 


Iu current expenditure per child of 


school age this State takes twenty- 
sixth place among tbe 48 Stales, while 
in the average value of school property 
the staudiue is fourteenth. A aignifi 
cant fact iu connection with this ex- 
penditure for school property is that 
the States of tbe Union allow their 
public schools to burn down at tbe 
rate of more than one foi every day in 
tbe year. 


Many States through lack of com- 


pulsory attendance laws, or through 
their non-enforcement, waste much of 
the money that tbey expend on their 
schools. Some States have long school 
years and short attendance years. Tne 
percent, of attendance ranges iroua 
about 60 in Maryland ana Mississipti 
to more than SO iu Oregon aud Massa- 
chusetts. in this State the average 
percent of attendance is 78. 8, which 
°;ives us a rank of eight amoug the 48 
Commonwealths.
